Conditions have continued 
to be extremely dry, the feed short- 
age becoming more acute as the season 
advances, Wheat yields in the dry 
area vary widely. The crop is a tetal 
e in the more distressed distric’s, 
but yields of from 5 to 15 bushels are 
reported from many points, especially 
in the more western sections. 
grain yields in the south will be ex- 
ceedingly low and many fields have 
already been cut for green feed. 
Shortage of water is reported in the 
sou{hLern irrigation districts and even 
crops under irrigation have suffere:? 
to some small extent, 

From the Olds district north to tha 
KMamonton zone, crops have had some 
benefit from scattered showers, and 
on the whole are somewhat more 
promising than formerly od dag 
As this report is sent rain is gen™ 
in the Edmonton district and nod 
showers are reported south to Cal- 
yary. Yields throughout this territory 
will range from light to avirage, both ! 
‘or wheat and coarse grains, depen |- 
‘ng upon prevalence of showers of th» 
gast month, Severe hail damage wa!

Tibetans Believe New Dalai Lama 
Has Been Found 
“Ah Ka Ma”—the mystic three- 


word clue said to have been revealed 
to the regent of Tibet while he sat 
by the Holy Lake of Kali—may 
quickly end the nation-wide search 
for the reincarnation of the Dalai 
Lama, . 
Tibetans believe that the spirit of 
the Dalai Lama, supreme ruler of 
the country and head of the all- 
powerful priesthood, enters, at the 
moment of death, the body of a baby 
born at precisely the same time. 
The Tashi Lama, the second spirit- 
ual leader of Tibet, who is living in 
exile in China, has sent a remark- 
able letter to Lhassa, stating that he 
held a ceremony at “‘the Carnival of 
Purification,” attended by thousands 
of Buddhists from China and Tibet. 
During the ceremony, he says, @ 
woman, holding in her arms a two- 
year-old child, approached the Tashi 
Lama and caught hold of his body. 
After the ceremony the Tashi Lama 
ascertained that the woman is 
“Kamatso,” wife of a man in the ré-

reincarnation of the Dalai Lama, 
who died two years ago. 

The regent’s vision revealed the 
words “Ah Ka Ma.” It is supposed 
that “Ah” indicates the Amdo re- 
gion and the “Ka” and the “Ma” in- 
“Kama”, the name of the 
child’s mother. This new ‘‘révela- 
tion” is now being considered by the 
Great Lama's government in Tibet.
